The  Coliseum  is  a  massive 
structure  containing  81,000 
square  feet  of  space  and  is  equal 
in  height  to  a  five-story  struc- 
ture. It  has  a  seating  capacity  of 
5000  persons  and  is  a  multi-pur- 
pose building.  The  air  condi- 
tioned structure  will  be  utilized 
for  college  and  community  func- 
tions and  fills  a  longtime  need 
for  such  a  building  at  Northwest- 
ern. 

An  eight-acre  parking  area  has 
been  blacktopped  around  the 
Coliseum.  Space  for  some  1500  or 
more  cars  will  be  available. 

The  building  was  constructed 
by  the  Granite  Construction 
Company  of  Houston  and  the  ap- 
proximate cost  was  $1,500,000. 

One  of  the  first  functions  to 
be  scheduled  in  the  Coliseum 
was  the  Old  South  Ball  Saturday 
evening,  May  9,  one  of  the  major 
events  of  the  250th  anniversary 
observance  of  the  founding  of 
the  city  of  Natchitoches.

Donates  to  Williamson  Museum 

Dr.  Clarence  H.  Webb,  Shreve- 
port pediatrician  and  archaeolo- 
gist, has  presented  to  Hiram  F. 
Gregory,  curator  of  the  William- 
son Museum,  silver  ornaments, 
tools  and  crockery  found  in  Bi- 
loxi  Indian  graves  at  Colfax.  His 
gifts  to  the  museum  were  from 
his  collection,  which  is  the  larg- 
est of  this  period— 1719-1805— in 
the  state.

Congressman  Gillis  Long  was 
the  principal  speaker  at  an  after- 
noon program  Saturday  in  the 
new  Coliseum  and  Superintend- 
ent of  Education  William  J. 
Dodd,  a  former  staff  member  of 
the  student  newspaper  and  year- 
book, was  speaker  at  a  major 
banquet  in  the  evening. 

Among  the  speakers  at  the 
afternoon  session  were  Albert  A. 
Frederick,  former  president  of 
the  college,  and  Ralph  L.  Ropp, 
former  president  of  Louisiana 
Tech  and  a  longtime  faculty 
member  and  publication  adviser 
at  Northwestern. 

Two  panel  discussions  consid- 
ered the  college  journalism  pro- 
gram and  freedom  of  the  colle- 
giate press.  William  Baker 
served  as  moderator  of  the  first 
panel  and  Dr.  John  Merrill,  act- 
ing head  of  the  department  of 
journalism  at  Texas  A  and  M 
and  a  former  faculty  member 
and  adviser  at  Northwestern, 
headed  the  second  panel. 

The  50th  anniversary  edition, 
a  28-page  special  section,  was 
distributed  to  students  Friday 
and  contained  many  articles  of 
historical  interest,  with  particu- 
lar emphasis  on  the  student  pub- 
lication.

Alumni  Council  Brochure 
Cites  Educational  Needs 

The  Louisiana  Alumni  Council 
has  published  and  distributed  a 
brochure  which  graphically  por- 
trays the  needs  of  higher  educa- 
tion in  Louisiana.  Northwestern 
is  a  member  of  the  Council. 

Graphs  show  full  time  equiva- 
lent enrollment  for  each  institu- 
tion from  1959-60  to  the  present, 
state  operating  appropriations 
during  the  same  period,  and  ap- 
propriation per  full  time  equiva- 
lent student. 

Increased  enrollments  have  re- 
sulted in  a  tremendous  increase 
in  cost  in  every  respect  and  tre- 
mendous strain  on  the  physical 
plants  of  the  institutions,  accord- 
ing to  the  study. 

Emphasis  is  also  placed  on 
faculty  median  salaries  which 
this  year  are  13.1  per  cent  below 
the  U.S.  average,  resulting  in  a 
loss  of  highly  qualified  educators 
to   other  states. 

Copies  have  been  sent  to  legis- 
lators for  consideration  at  the 
next  session.

It  was  a 
disappointing  finish  for  the  base- 
ballers,  who  had  set  a  fine  early 
pace.  They  finished  with  a  record 
of  17  wins  and  15  losses  overall 
and  10  wins  against  9  losses 
within  the  Gulf  States  Confer- 
ence.

MUW  Approves  College, 
MA  Grads  Now  Eligible 

Northwestern  State  College 
has  been  approved  by  the  Amer- 
ican Association  of  University 
Women. 

This  approval  means  that  all 
four-year  women  graduates  and 
all  women  master's  degree  grad- 
uates of  NSC  are  now  eligible 
for  membership  in  the  Associa- 
tion. Eligibility  is  retroactive. 
Membership  carries  with  it  op- 
portunities for  individual  useful- 
ness, as  well  as  stimulus  and 
congenial  associates.  Each  mem- 
ber contributes  to  a  program 
which  gives  focus  to  the  influ- 
ence of  college  women  locally, 
nationally,  and  internationally. 
This  program  promotes  intellec- 
tual growth  and  offers  ways  of 
discharging   social   responsibility. 

The  Association  has  more  than 
155,000  members  organized  in 
over  1500  branches  in  the  fifty 
states,  the  District  of  Columbia, 
and  Guam.  In  Louisiana,  bran- 
ches are  located  at  Alexandria, 
Baton  Rouge,  Covington,  Ham- 
mond, Houma-Thibodaux,  Lafay- 
ette, Lake  Charles,  Monroe,  Nat- 
chitoches, New  Orleans,  Ruston, 
and  Shreveport. 

Most  colleges  and  universities 
consider  it  a  distinction  to  be 
AAUW-approved.  This  approval 
should  be  not  only  a  matter  of 
pride  to  the  College  but  also  of 
considerable  interest  to  its  alum- 
nae, some  of  whom  in  times  past 
have  been  dismayed  to  find 
themselves  ineligible  for  AAUW. 


Dean,  Two  Faculty 
Members  to  Retire 


A  dean,  a  department  head, 
and  a  member  of  the  faculty  will 
retire  soon  and  each  has  been 
honored  by  student  groups. 

Dean  John  A.  Jones  of  the 
School  of  Education  will  retire 
after  the  end  of  the  current 
spring  semester.  He  will  be  suc- 
ceeded June  1  by  Dr.  Guy  W. 
Nesom,  head  of  the  department 
of  health  and  physical  education. 
Dean  Jones  joined  Northwestern 
in  1943  as  principal  of  the  North- 
western Elementary  school.  His 
teaching  career  began  in  Grant 
parish  in  1917.  He  has  been  an 
outstanding  educator  with  a  long 


record  of  service  in  state  schools 
and  at  Northwestern. 

Dean  and  Mrs.  Jones  were 
honored  recently  and  received 
gifts  from  the  Northwestern 
chapter  of  the  Student  Louisiana 
Teachers  Association. 
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Mrs.  Ruby  S.  Dunckelman, 
head  of  the  department  of  home 
economics,  will  retire  June  1  and 
will  be  succeeded  by  Dr.  Marie 
Dunn.  Mrs.  Dunckelman  joined 
the  Northwestern  faculty  in  1938 
as  assistant  professor  of  home 
economics.  She  became  head  of 
the  department  in  1950.  She 
served  with  the  State  Depart- 
ment of  Education  during  the 
period  1939-40.  Her  teaching  ca- 
reer began  at  Oberlin  high  school 
in  1919  and  she  has  had  a  long 
period  of  service  to  education  in 
her  chosen  field  since  that  time. 

Mrs.  Frances  E.  Halm,  asso- 
ciate professor  of  home  econom- 
ics, will  retire  this  summer.  She 
joined  the  Northwestern  faculty 
in  1949  and  has  specialized  in 
the  teaching  of  foods  and  nutri- 


tion. A  native  of  Council  Bluffs, 
Iowa,  Mrs.  Halm  had  taught  at 
several  out  of  state  institutions 
before  joining  Northwestern. 

Both  Mrs.  Dunckelman  and 
Mrs.  Halm  were  honored  recent- 
ly and  received  gifts  from  stu- 
dent members  of  the  Euthenics 
Club,  in  addition  to  receiving 
numerous  letters  from  former 
students. 

It  is  expected  that  the  three 
retirees  will  be  honored  officially 
by  the  college  at  a  reception  in 
their  honor. 
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
